_ VICTORIES.ALARMING HIS OPPONENTS.

Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, April 10.—Gen. Boulanger’s great vic- 
tory in the Department of the Dordogne, 
where he wasa candidate onlyin the sense 
that some friends insisted upon running his 
name, is the engrossing topic of the day. It is 
telt to render overwhelmingly certain the suc- 
cess of Gen. Boulanger inthe Department of 
the Nord on Sunday next, and it is seen now 
that this result will be received with a danger- 
ous Yerment of excitement all over France. 
The dissolution of the Chambers must come 
almost immediately, and then Gen. Bou- 
langer’s name will be put at the head of tick- 
ets in every department. If he is elected ina 
large number of important centers the effect 
on the public mind will be an impression that 
he has received a sort of mandate te do some- 
thing, and the way will be cleared for him to 
play his game, whatever it may be. 

THD OPPOSITION’S ALARM. 

Paris, April 10.—The Temps asks when Re- 
publicans, who rush in the wake of Boulanger, 
will see that they are only helping the Bona- 
partists forward. ‘‘It would have been easy,’’ 
says the Temps, for this pure Republican, if 
he wanted to avoid the Cesarist party, to have 
taken astand which would have compelied 
the Bonapartists to oppose him, instead of 
which they have done just the contrary. How 
long will this strange farce last?“ 

THE MODERATES BLAMED. 

Le Paris blames the Moderates for their 
brusque violence and baseness, which ren- 
dered possible Boulanger’s multiple candi- 
datures. 

THE BOULANGER—DILUON DISPATCHES. 

The private dispatches which passed between 
Count Dillon and Gen. Boulanger, and which 
are published in the Matin, prove that Gen. 
Boulanger was cognizantofand approved his 
candidature for the Chamber of Deputies in 
the various departments in which he was first 
voted for, although he publicly repudiated 
all responsibility for the presentation of his 
name. 

INDORSED BOULANGER. 

At a meeting of electorsat Fourmies, De- 
partment of the Nord, last evening, a resolu- 
tion indorsing Gen. Boulanger’s candidature 
for the Chamber of Deputies was unanimously 
adopted amid enthusiasm. 

BOULANGER’S SUCCESS. 

The effect of the severe measures of Tirard’s 
cabinet against Boulanger are now clearly 
shown. The successes of the General as a 
political candidate are almost without 
precedent. He refused to sign any pro- 
gramme when urged to do so by his 
own electoral agents, and declined to 
appear at meetings. Notwithstanding this 
and the fact that he has no great name as a 
soldier, although he proved himself a capable 
and energetic administrator of the war office, 
he ig returned in Dordogne election uncomit- 
ted to anything save dissolution and revision. 
He will decline to sit for Dordogne if, as 
scems probable, he is elected for the Depart- 
ment du Nord, and the Dordogne electors 
who voted for him were aware of this. Even 
in Aisne and Aude, where he declined to be 
nominated, he obtained over 11,000 
and 8,000 votes respectively. His suc- 
cess in Dordogne was largely due to the fact 
that he was supported by the so-called party 
Ot appeal tothe people and this department 
was one of the last wrested by the Repub- 
licans from Bonapartism. On the other hand, 
he had to face a combination against him of 
Rooalists, Opportunists, Ministerials, Radicals 
and Socialists. The supporters of 
Floquet’s Ministry severely condemn the 
moderates as responsible for Boulanger’s pop- 
ularity, owing to their treatment of him. In 
Paris a demonstration was madein favor of 
Boulanger, both at the Hotel Lovore, where 
he resides, and at the offices of the newspaper 
Cocarde. Near the latter place Boulanger was 
recognized in his cab and followed home 
by some fifteen hundred persons, 
amidst enthusiastic cheering. The mem- 
bers of the staff of the Cocarde stood 
on the balcony of their office and threw among 
the assembled crowd pieces of cardboard 
with effigies ofthe General in the cocked hat 
and plumes of a General of division. The fact 
that Boulanger has been able to secure so 
much support in every direction without 
pledging himself respecting the foreign policy, 
is looked upon as a bad omen. Funds have. 
fallen in consequence. 


BISMARCK’S DISAPPOINTMENT.

CANADA’S WRECKING LAWS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 10.—Last night in 
moving the House of Commons for copies of 
papers bearing on the refusal of United States 
authorities to allow Canadian wrecking ves- 
sels and machinery to assist Canadian vessels 
while in distress in United States water, and 
vice versa, Mr. Edgar, M. P., inclined tothe 
belief thatthe Canadian wrecking laws were 
inhuman, and urged the Government to 
secure reciprocity in wrecking as speedily 
as possible. The Minister of Customs said 
the Government was invariably guided by 
humane considerations in wrecking matters, 
and if vessels were in want of immediate as- 
sistance prompt aid was permitted, no mat- 
ter from what source it came. It was only 
in the cases of absolute wrecking, as for in- 
stance a vessel grounded on a rock and 
left there, that the United States wreckers 
—.— prohibited from wrecking in Canadian 
waters.

A Number of Cases of Interest Which Were

The 
goods were not called for and it 
was learned that he was not 
Henry C. Still, whoisarepulable citizen of 
Hempstead. His right name is not known, 
however. He claimed to have been a college 
mate of Judge Normile, but the latter denies 
all knowledge of him. The fellow got no 
money, but previous to his arrest, was living 
high atthe expense of St. Louis merchants, 
who were scrambling for his custom. 

George Henderson, indicted for the grand 
larceny of $30 from Charles Behnke, pleaded 
guilty and received two years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Thomas O’Brien, indicted for burglary and 
larceny, pleaded guilty to petit larceny, and 
being under 16 years of age, and this being his 
first offense, was let off with three months in 
the Work-house. He broke into the place of 
George J. Eberle, 1201 South Broadway, and 
stole a revolver valued at §.

WILL PLEAD INSANITY. 


Blessing, the Sedalia Desperado, Arraigned 
in Ceurt To-Day.

SEDALIA, Mo., April 10.—A great sensation 
was created in the Criminal Court this morn- 
ing when the attorneys of Blessing, the would- 
be assassin of Police Officers Jamcsand Joel 
Gossage, made application for continuance on 
the ground of the absence of material wit- 
nesses. Onc of the witnesses ab- 


sent was Capt. Bradbury, Deputy 
Warden of the Missouri Penitentiary, by 
whom the defense expected to prove insanity. 
Blessing claims he was Confined twenty-eight 
months in the penitentiary, the last ten of 
which he was in solitary confinement, vio- 
lently insane. Capt. Todd of the same insti- 
tutioa was present in court and made a state- 
ment that he and Bradbury, being im- 
portant officers, could not leave at 
the same time. Another witness wanted was 
Mr. Wiseman, uncle of the defendant, who 
would testify that the defendant’s mother 
died in a madhouse, violently insane, and that 
insanity is hereditary in the family. Capt. 
Bridges, attorney for the defense, made a 
statement that he depended entirely upon 
this plea of § insanity to save his 
client from the penitentiary, and admitted 
that if he could not prove that a 
— of guilty would be entered in both cases. 
he application for a continuance was over- 
ruled and the case set for hearing Saturday 
morning. Attachments were issued for the 
absent prison officials and the uncle of the de- 
fendant. No greater sensation has been cre- 
ated in court here for years than when the 
plea of insanity was entered.

active part. 

„But will not his views about a pastor’s 
duty deter other preachers from active par- 
ticipation?’’ 

„The preacher who can be thrown off by 
such views would hardly do the cause muc 
good were he everso active. A movement 
like this requires a sort of courage 
and resolution not so easily overcome. 
Now, I wonder why such preachers as Dr: 
Greene cannot see that while they are savigg 
and nurturing one soul that happens to 
come into their sheep fold, the open tempta- 
tions down town catch ten souls to be nur- 
tured for hell? Ican go on the Court-house 
steps any clear night and gather a larger 
crowd to hear the gospel in ten minutes than 
could get Into the biggest church in St. Louis, 
and every one of them would be a 
‘lost sheep,’ too.

AN INTERESTING DESCRIPTION OF A NOVEL, 
AND DANGEROUS PURSUIT.

FISHING FOR PRARLS. 

„The business requires great experience,“ 
Mr. Bancroft went on to say, and for the 
divers ls one of the most dangerous in the 
world. Diving suits are unknown, the search 
Yor pearl oysters bein prosecuted in the st 
primitive fashion. he crews of the vessels 
consist of half and quarter-bred Mexicans 
and pure-blooded Indians, the latter for the 
most part a branch of the Pueblos. Brought up 
on the water, they are magnificent swimmers, 
and probably the best divers on earth. Their 
wants are few, they scarcely know the value 
of money, andship fora share in the profits 
of the enterprise, which they receivein goods, 
the American ehip owners swindling them 
most unmercifully, selling them cotton and 
and 


tools atthe most exorbitant prices, 
taking uine tenths of their wages 
out in whisky, which has become 


a perfect curse to the coast of the Vermillion 
Sea. At the end of the season the natives 
have nothing to show for their summer’s work 
Deyond afew knives and hatchets and a little 
calico, and are obliged to live all winter on a 
ecanty dietoffish. Beyond the original cost 
of the vessel little capital is required for the 
pearl business. Lach vessel has from six to 
ten small boats and carries a crew num- 


bering from eighteen to forty, all 
divers. Three of these men go out together in 
a boat, and take turns in seeking for the oys- 
ters.
